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PREFACE 


This  report  covers  the  time  period  of  April  1,  1984  to 
March  31,  1985  presenting  data  on  the  Supreme,  District 
and  Surrogate  Courts  and  the  Sheriff  Offices. 

On  January  1,  1985,  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act  1984  was 
proclaimed,  which  caused  fundamental  changes  to  these 
courts.  As  time  is  required  to  determine  what  are  the 
effects,  minor  changes,  basically  in  terminology,  were 
made  to  the  statistical  forms  submitted  by  the  Logal 
Registrars  and  Sheriffs.  The  major  revision  concerned 
"actions  commenced"  or  "proceedings  commenced",  as  is 
now  the  new  term. 

The  data  on  proceedings  commenced  in  the  Supreme  and 
District  Courts  after  January  1,  1985  cannot  be  matched 
with  the  data  prior  to  the  proclamation  of  the  new  Act. 
As  a  result,  there  are  two  tables  for  each  level  of 
court  displaying  the  number  of  actions  initiated.  These 
tables  are  found  on  pages  18  and  19  for  proceedings 
commenced  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario  and  pages  52 
and  53  for  proceedings  commenced  in  the  District  Court.
